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In April of 1999 the NHL lost it’s greatest hockey player 
when “The Great One,” Wayne Gretzky laced up his skates for 
the last time. After 21 years of professional hockey, Number 
99 retired, leaving a great legacy for all hockey fans and play- 
ers. 

April 9, 2000 is the day the St. Louis Cardinals have sched- 
uled to honor baseball great and long-time Cardinal favorite 
Willie McGee. Willie announced his retirement at the end of 
the 1999 season. 

The Backstreet Boys set an all-time sales record on May 25, 
1999 when they released their second album Millennium. The 
album sold 1.13 million copies. 

The Chain of Rocks Bridge was opened to pedestrians on 
June 1 , 1999. It is the longest pedestrian bridge in the United 
States. 

On June 15, 1999, Humphery Bogart was voted the Greatest 
Male Screen Actor by the American Film Institute. Katharine 
Hepburn was named the Greatest Female Actress by the 
American Film Institute. Sidney Poitier was the only African 
American on the list. 

An earthquake that was estimated at 6.7 on the Richter 
Scale rocked the city of Puebla on June 15,1 999. Twelve peo- 
ple were killed and 200 suffered minor injuries. 

The kidnapper of Patty Hearst was caught on June 1 6, 1999, 
after 25 years. She was later released on a one-million dollar 
probation. 

On July 16, 1999, the single-engine Piper Saratoga that 
John F. Kennedy Jr. was flying crashed into the Atlantic off 
the coast of Martha’s Vineyard. Kennedy, his wife Carolyn 
Bessette Kennedy and her sister Lauren Bessette were killed 
instantly due to the impact. The three were later cremated 
and buried at sea at the request of both families. 

In July of 1999 the U.S. Women’s Soccer Team put the fin- 
ishing touches on winning the World Cup by defeating China 
in penalty kicks thanks to the heroics of Brandi Chastains. 

On July 25, 1 999 Lance Armstrong, who just three years ear- 
lier was diagnosed with testicular cancer that doctors only 
gave him a fifty-fifty chance for survival, crossed the finish 
line at the Tour de France. Lance became only the second 
American to win the Tour de France, bicycle racing’s most 
grueling race. 

In July 1999 New York Yankee David Cone pitched a perfect 
game to catcher Joe Girardi. Cone and Girardi then went on 
to help the Yankees win the World Series. 

On August 11, 1999 the moon slowly slipped between the 
sun and the moon cast a shadow on part of northern Europe. 
This uncommon occurrence will not happen again in that part 
of the world for 82 years. 

In August of 1999, the country of East Timor voted to end 24 
years of Indonesian occupation, and sparked a brutal cam- 
paign of violence and intimidation by anti-independence 
Indonesian. The conflict ended with the U.N. sending in a 
force of soldiers and seizing control of the country. The U.N. 
plans to guide East Timor into nationhood. 

On August 13, 1999, Alfred Hitchcock would have been 100 
years old. 

A gunman opened fire at a Jewish Community Center in Cal-

ifornia. The gunman later turned himself into Las Vegas 
Police. 

The Dallas Stars defeated the Buffalo Sabers 2-1 in the NHL 
Stanley Cup Championship. Brett Hull scored the game-win- 
ning goal in triple over time. 

The San Antonio Spurs defeated the New York Knicks (78- 
77) in the NBA finals. Tim Duncan was named MVP. 

On September 18, 1999 the Miss America Pageant was held 
in Atlantic City. The winner of the crown was Miss Kentucky 
Heather Renee French. 

The magazine “George” dedicated the September issue to 
the late editor, John F. Kennedy Jr. 

On September 24, 1999, Hugh Downs appeared on the tele- 
vision show 20-20 for the last time. 

On September 26, 1999, Saturday Night Live celebrated its 
25th anniversary on television with all-day broadcasts. 

In September of 1999 a 7.6 earthquake struck the Island of 
Taiwan, killing more than 2,100 people, and thousands of 
buildings. 

In September of 1999 Hurricane Floyd ran aground on North 
Carolina causing damage to houses and eventually became 
the worse flood in 500 years. The floods alone killed 51 peo- 
ple, and destroyed 4, 046 homes. 

In September 1999 Granite City Carpet City was burned to 
the ground. Three children were at fault for the fire because 
they were playing with matches. No one was injured. 

In September 1999 Granite City’s American Steel Foundries 
locked out it’s 750 union workers. The company and the union 
reached an agreement in October sending everyone back to 
work. 

The Andy Griffith Show celebrated 40 years of television 
history. It first aired on October 3, 1960. 

On October 5, 1999, The body of Marilyn Sheppard was 
exhumed. The prosecution is trying to get a DNA sample in 
the case of her murder in 1954. Her death and the charges 
filed against her husband inspired the television series and 
movie The Fugitive. The state exhumed the body to defend 
itself against a lawsuit by the son, Sam Reese Sheppard. 

Gone With The Wind celebrated its 60th anniversary (1939- 
1999) this year. 

On October 10, 1999, Aerospace giant, and St. Louis com- 
pany, McDonnell-Douglas has been indicted for allegedly 
selling equipment that may have been use to make Chinese 
cruise missiles. 

On Saturday October 18, 1999, at 2:46 a.m. near the desert 
town of Ludlow, California, a newly discovered fault line 
caused a 7.1 earthquake to rumble through the area. The 
Lavic Lake fault, as it was named, excited geologists every- 
where. 

On October 20, 1999, Elizabeth Dole, saying that she could- 
n’t raise enough money to compete with George W. Bush, 
dropped out of the race for the Republican Presidential Can- 
didate. 

On October 31,1 999, one-half hour after EgyptAir Flight 990 
took off it began to plummet just off the coast of New York. 
The plane crashed into the Atlantic Ocean killing all the pas- 
sengers. 

Steven Spielberg and Tom Hanks received the Navy’s high- 
est civilian honor, the Distinguished Public Service Award, 
for their work on Saving Private Ryan.’ They received the 
award aboard the USS Normandy’ in Fort Lauderdale, Flori- 
da. In 1998 Spielberg received the Oscar for best director for 
his work on the World War II drama. 

A St. Louis landmark, the Parkmoor Restaurant on Clayton 
Road, closed its doors for the last time on October 31, 1999 
after over 70 years of service. All of the products, pictures, 
and interior were auctioned off on November 17, 1999. 

On November 3, 1999, a disgruntled Xerox copier repair- 
man walked into work and fatally shot seven colleagues in the 
building where he worked. It was the worst mass killing in the 
history of Hawaii. 

In the December issue of Time Magazine, Albert Einstein 
was named as their Man of the Century for his accomplish- 
ments in science. 

On December 14, 1999, ex-President Jimmy Carter partici- 
pated in a ceremony commemorating the turnover of the 
Panama Canal from U.S. to Panamanian control. Carter 
agreed to the turnover during his presidency 22 years ago. 
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On December 31 , Peter Jennings of ABC broadcasted for 24 
hours covering the Millennium throughout the world. As the 
new year arrived in different areas around the world, ABC was 
there to cover the celebration, CNN also did 24 hours of thor- 
ough coverage of the celebrations. 

The maker of the Beanie Babies announced on December 
31, 1999 that all the still-existing Beanies would be retired. 

On December 31, 1999, the world voted to keep the Beanie 
Babies alive with a unanimous 92 percent. 

On Friday December 31 ex-St. Louis Blue player and current 
Dallas Star, Brett Hull scored his 600 and 601 goals of his 
career. Hull becomes only the 12th player in NHL history to 
reach this milestone. 

In December the Illinois Department of Human Services 
announced their plans to build a new building at the corner of 
1 9th and Madison. The 25,000 square foot building will create 
between 75 and 100 new jobs. 

There were 51 tons of trash in Times Square on January 1, 
2000, with two inches of confetti on the ground. It took three 
days to completely clean it up. 

Charles Schulz last daily comic strip of Peanuts’ was on 
Monday, January 3, 2000. His last Sunday strip was February 
13, 2000. Mr. Schulz announced his retirement during the last 
few days of December 1999. Charles Schulz died hours 
before the February 13th issue was released. 

In January 2000, former football player, Jim Brown, was 
sentenced to six months of jail for vandalizing his wife’s car. 
He said he would rather do the six months instead of com- 
munity service. 

Mike Ditka was fired as coach of the New Orleans Saints 
after three years of depressing losses. Ditka said he would 
' never coach again.’ 

In January 2000, Monica Lewinsky became the spokesper- 
son for the Jenny Craig weight loss program. 

On January 5, 2000 Kurt Warner was named the NFL’s Most 
Valuable Player by the Associated Press. Warner received 33 
of the 55 votes. He is the top in the league in touchdown pass- 
es with 41 and completion percentage with 325 of 499, 65.1 
percent. He tied a league record with nine games of 300 plus 
years passing. 

On Monday January 10, 2000, AOL announced that they 
were going to buy media giant Time Warner for $162 billion. 
This will be the most expensive corporate merger in history. 
AOLTime Warner’s brands would include AOL, CompuServe, 
CNN, Time, Netscape, TBS, TNT, Cartoon Network, HBO, 
Warner Music Group, Fortune, Sports Illustrated, Entertain- 
ment Weekly and Looney Tunes. With the AOL deal, Time 
Warner gets 22 million subscribers for its content. 

On January 11, 2000, the Dallas Cowboy’s head coach, 
Chan Galey, was fired after capping off the 8-8 season with a 
playoff loss to the Vikings. 

On January 11, 2000, a new postage stamp of the space 
shuttle was received with enthusiasm by the public and col- 
lectors everywhere. 

Marshall Faulk, of the St. Louis Rams, was named the Asso- 
ciated Press’s Offensive Player of the Year on January 12, 
2000. 

On Sunday January 15, after a humiliating loss to the Jack- 
sonville Jaguars, Dolphins head coach Jimmy Johnson 
announced his retirement. 

A thirty-second commercial to air during Super Bowl XXXIV 
cost $2.2 million. 

On January 30, 2000, the St. Louis Rams completed a run 
from worst team in the league to Super Bowl Champions by 
beating the Tennessee Titans 23-16. It was said to be the 

best Super Bowl game ever played.’ 

Kurt Warner capped his incredible season by breaking the 
record for most passing yards in Super Bowl XXXIV, racking 
up 41 4 yards. He was also named the Super Bowl’s Most Valu- 
able Player. 

On Tuesday February 2, 2000, St. Louis Rams coach Dick 
Vermeil resigned from the head coach position. Mike Martz is 
his replacement. 

On Thursday, February 10, 2000, Seattle Mariner's slugger 
Ken Griffey Jr. was traded to his hometown team the Cincin- 
nati Reds. Griffey wanted to be closer to his home in Florida. 

On February 14, 2000, at 1:30 est, President Bill Clinton 
became the first president to have an on-line’ news confer- 


ence. The conference was carried by cnn.com and lasted 35 
minutes. The conference was hosted by Wolffe Blitzer, and 
people from all over the world could log on and ask ques- 
tions. 

Windows 2000 arrived on shelves February 17, 2000, 
promising faster and smoother operations. 

The new Walgreen’s in downtown Granite City opened its 
doors the beginning of February 200. 

During the state wrestling finals, GCHS senior George Kir- 
gan placed 3rd in state. 

On Sunday, February 20, 2000 Dale Jarrett won Nascar’s 
biggest race for the third time in his career. Jarrett won the 
Daytona 500 in his number 88 car that was rebuilt overnight 
after an accident on Saturday. 

On Tuesday, February 29, 2000, Live host Kathy Lee Gifford 
called it quits after 15 years of loyalty. Gifford is quitting to 
“Spread her creative wings,” and spend time with her hus- 
band and two children. 

In Late February and early March the price of gasoline 
soared up to $1.50 per gallon. 

The Henry VIII Hotel on Lindbergh Blvd. was bought out by 
Lambert Airport and will close January 2001. 

The Granite City School District unveiled plans to realign 
the district because of dropped enrollment. Students enter- 
ing the sixth grade that attend Lake, Maryville, Mitchell, and 
Worthen Elementary schools will attend Grigsby Middle 
School, while the rest will attend Coolidge Middle School. 

On Monday, March 11, 2000 Dolphins quarterback Dan 
Marino announced his retirement. Marino retires leaving a 
legacy complete with just about every passing record a quar- 
terback can hold but no Superbowl Ring. 

The St. Louis Cardinals opened the 2000 baseball season 
winning seven of their first eight games. 

On March 26, 2000 the Oscars were held, Hilary Swank won 
the Oscar for best Actress for her role in :Boys Don’t Cry.” 
Kevin Spacey won the Oscar for best actor for his role in 
“American Beauty.” “American Beauty won the Oscar for 
best film. 

On Saturday, April 22, 2000 Goverment gents seized Elian 
Gonzalez from his family in Florida and placed him in the care 
of his Cuban father. The decision of where he will live will be 
decided later. 

On Monday, April 24, 2000 a sixteen-year-old gunman 
opened fire on a group of 1 1 -1 6-year-old vistors to the Nation- 
al Zoo in Washington D. C. The authorities caught the young 
man who injured six and caused another to be brain dead. The 
boy was charged with seven counts of attempted murder. 

On Tuesday, April 25, 2000 the St. Louis Blues suffered a 
loss to the San Jose Sharks 3-1. The loss eliminates the Blues 
from the 2000 Stanley Cup Playoffs. The Blues, who had the 
best regular season record this year, were upset by the 
Sharks in the series 4-3. 

On Tuesday, April 25, 2000, the city of Miami protested the 
removal of Elian by not going to work for a day. 

On Wednesday, April 26, 2000, Broadway director David 
Merrick died at the age of 88. Some of his famous musicals 
include “Hello Dolly” and “42 Street.” 

Thursday April 27, 2000, the census bureau began its 10- 
week operation to send out four hundred and forty thousand 
census takers to vist the homes of the people who did not 
return their census form.

As the end of the century approached, people looked back and thought about everything and everyone 
that helped change and better the world. Many people made important contributions to the world through- 
out the century. To celebrate the end of 1 00 years, TIME Magazine came out with a list of the 1 00 Greatest 
People Of The Century. The list was divided into five categories: (1) Leaders and Revolutionaries, (2) 
Builders and Titans, (3) Artists and Entertainers, (4) Heroes and Icons, (5) Scientists and Minds. 


LEADERS & 
REVOLUTIONARIES 

THEODORE ROOSEVELT : Theodore Roosevelt, the 26th president of the 
U.S., set the stage for the American century. He was not only a Nobel Prize 
winner, but he was also the president that ordered the building of the 
Panama Canal. 

VLADIMIR ILLYICH LENIN: Lenin reshaped Russia and made commu- 
nism into a potent global force. He formed the Marxist Bolshevik party and 
was the head of the Russian Soviet Republic. 

MARGARET SANGER: Margaret Sanger's crusade to legalize birth con- 
trol spurred the movement for women's liberation. She opened the U.S.'s 
first family-planning clinic and founded the American Birth Control 
League. 

FRANKLIN DELANO ROOSEVELT: Mr. Roosevelt lifted the U.S. out of 
economic despair, revolutionized the American way of life, and helped 
make the world safe for democracy. He was the 32nd president of the U.S. 
and started the New Deal legislation. 

ADOLF HITLER: Adolf Hitler posed the century's greatest threat to 
democracy and redefined evil forever. He helped form the Nazi party, 
wrote Mein Kampf. was dictator of Germany and started World War II by 
invading Poland. 

WINSTON CHURCHILL: Winston Churchill stood alone against fascism 
and renewed the world's faith in democracy. He was in the House of the 
Commons, served as First Lord of the Admiralty, was Prime Minister of 
Great Britain, and won a Nobel Prize for literature. 

ELEANOR ROOSEVELT: Eleanor Roosevelt was American's most influ- 
ential First Lady. She served as her husband's eyes and ears while he was 
president, and she helped secure the passage of the U.N.'s Universal Dec- 
laration of Human Rights. 

MOHANDAS GANDHI: Mohandas Gandhi had an outstanding philoso- 
phy of nonviolence, and a strong passion for independence. He battled for 
the rights of Indians and for the independence of India. He lead a march to 
protest taxes on salt, and negotiated an end to 190 years of British colo- 
nial rule in India. 

DAVID BEN-GURION: David Ben-Gurion helped alter the destiny of the 
Jewish people. He was Prime Minister of the new state of Israel, and was 
the one that ordered the invasion of Gaza Strip and Sinai Peninsula. 

MAO ZEDONG: His ruthless vision inspired revolutions far beyond 
China's borders. He proclaimed the People's Republic of China and was 
its first leader. He also launched the Great Leap Forward, and began the 
Cultural Revolution. 

HO CHI MIN H: Minh combine nationalism and communism to perfect the 
art of guerrilla warfare. He formed the Vietnam Independence League, and 
was the first president of North Vietnam. He also defeated France at Dien 
Bien Phu, and began the armed revolt against South Vietnam. 

DR. MARTIN LUTHER KING JR.: Mr. King led the struggle for racial 
equality that changed America forever. He founded the Southern Christ- 
ian Leadership Conference, organized a march on Washington, and was 
awarded the Nobel Peace Prize. 

AYATULLAH RUHOLLAH KHOMEINI: Khomeini revived Isalm's faith and 
offered a new form of religios government. He was Iran’s leader of revo- 
lution, and his followers held 52 Americans captive in the U.S. embassy in 
Tehran. 

MARGARET THATCHER: Margaret Thatcher helped make the world 
safer for capitalism. She was Britain’s first female Prime Minister and 
recaptured the Falkland Islands from Argentina. She was awarded the title 
of Baroness Thatcher of Kesteven, and took a seat in the House of the 
Lords. 

POPE JOHN PAUL II: Pope John Paul II reminded man kind of every indi- 
viduals worth in the modern world. He was professor of ethics at Lublin 
University and named to the College of Cardinals. He was also auxiliary 
bishop of Cracow and an archbishop. 

RONALD REAGAN: Ronald Reagan brought Big Governmentto its knees 
and stared down the Soviet Union. He was president of the Screen Actors 
Guild, and Governor of California, before going on to be elected president 
twice. 

LECH WALESA: Lech Walesa was Poland's brash union organizer. He 
was leader of Solidarity, was awarded a Nobel Peace Prize, and was pres- 
ident of Poland. 

MIKHAIL GORBACHEV: By opening the gates of reform he washed away 
the cold war. He was General Secretary of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union. Intending to modernize the U.S.S.R., he initiated a period of 
political openness and transformation. Mikhail was awarded a Nobel 
Peace Prize and was president of the Soviet Union until it was dismantled. 

NELSON MANDELA: Nelson Mandela is the world's most famous pris- 
oner and now leader of his country. He Joined the Antiapartheid African 
National Congress, and. after being released from jail, he became its pres- 
ident. He also shared the Noble Peace Prize with F.W. De Klerk for dis- 
mantling apartheid, and is President of South Africa. 

THE UNKNOWN REBEL: The Unknown Rebel was a lone Chinese hero 
that revived the world’s view of courage. In 1989 he stood in front of army 
tanks and told one of the drivers “Why are you here? My city is In chaos 
because of you.”

2 million dollars worth of gold coins and securities, after an 
earthquake that destroyed the bank. 

THE MOST INFLUENTIAL MAIN STREET BROKER: CHARLES MER- 
RILL - With his down home attitude he started his firm, now known as 
Merrill Lynch & Co., vowing to “bring Wall Street to Main Street.” 

THE MOST INFLUENTIAL KING OF COOL: WILLIS CARRIER - Per- 
haps the man who created the most Important invention ever, central 
air conditioning, that help people and businesses everywhere cope 
with the heat. 

THE MOST INFLUENTIAL GLOBAL BUILDER: STEPHEN BECHTEL - 
Starting in 1933 Stephen took over this father's business in the middle 
of the building of the Hoover Dam. He finished and went on to build the 
Trans-Arabian Pipeline, and the first nuclear power plant.

DISNEY - In 1928 Walt Disney launched his own career by making the 
first talking cartoon, Steamboat Willie, with a lovable mouse named 
Mickey.

OUR FIRST 80 YEARS 


Few retail businesses in Granite City can boast of remaining in business for eighty years, but Mrs. Seibold's Bake Shops. Inc. can claim this honor 
Since 1920 until the present, three generations of Seibold's have carried the family business to where it is today. 

Reinhold Seibold along with his brother Herman came to America during the German Immigration prior to World War I The two came to St. Louis to 
join their cousins and worked as bakers in St. Louis When Reinhold earned enough money, he sent for his wife, Wilhelmina. to join him. Eventually the 
two brothers struck out on their own and opened their bakery here in Granite City Each day they would travel across McKinley Bridge on a streetcar from 
their home in the German neighborhood of Hyde Park 

In 1920. Remhold and Herman opened the Seibold Brothers' Bakery on 20th Street Several years later, Herman became ill and Remhold bought his 
brother’s interest in the bakery. Soon after the buyout, the bakery was renamed Mrs. Seibold's Bake Shop. 

Reinhold and Wilhelmina (known as Minnie) had five children, all who from an early age, worked in the family business They had four boys and a girl; 
Reinhold Jr , Charles, William, Edwin, Elsie With the help of their children and a few employees, they built a successful retail and wholesale business 

With the outbreak of World War II, the four boys left to serve in the military. Times were difficult, but Minnie, along with her daughter, kept the business 
operating. To make the situation worse. Minnie's husband had fallen ill. After the war, the sons came home and the bakery tradition continued In the 
Spring of 1947, Remhold Sr died of heart complications. 

Under the direction of their mother, the children continued what their father started In 1950. a branch location was opened in downtown Wood River 
In 1955, the bakery became a corporation with the intention of expanding their locations. From 1958 on. the Seibold's opened four more locations. 
Presently they are located in Wood River, East Alton, two in Edwardsville, and two in Granite City. 

In 1960 with the growth of the business, the main baking facility at 2241 Madison Avenue doubled in size With the expanded space, more products 
could be produced and offered to the public 

Of the Seibold children, only Elsie and Edwin were the only siblings to have children of their own Elsie's daughters and son helped in the business at 
some point in their lives but none chose to stay. Edwin and Della Seibold's children make up the third generation that has carried on the tradition 

At age 1 6, their daughter Carol worked as a storegirl until graduating from high school, Carol worked for D'Orsey Advertising in St. Louis and later for 
Travelers Insurance Company. In the mid 1980 s, Carol joined the company once again on a full time basis. She coordinates the office, the sales clerks 
and customer relations and is part owner 

Their older son, Larry, worked everything from window washing, cleanup, to baking through high school and college After graduating from SIU-E in 
1975, Larry joined the company full time and is now a corporate officer, part owner and in charge of baking and two shifts of bakers 

The youngest son, Michael, worked summers during high school and college in the product finishing department After graduating from Eastern Illi- 
nois University, he joined the company. He is also a corporate officer and part owner. His main responsibilities include bookkeeping, product develop- 
ment, store coordination, and leading the finishing department 

Today Edwin and Della Seibold are retired but very much still active in the business Minnie Seibold died in 1979 at the age of 88. Reinhold Jr died in 
1 995 at the age of 86, William died in the late 1 980 s, Charles died in 1 999 at the age of 85 Elise retired several years ago and lives in Cherokee Village, 
Arkansas 

As far as the future is concerned, the business will continue as long as the public demand for the products continues The fourth generation has helped 
too, but it is their decision to join the company or find their own interest, which is what they should do 
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500 HOMERUNS AND COUNTING 


The last three years the St. Louis Cardinals have become birds of pattern. Some injured pitchers, some off- 
season trades gone awry, and quite a few fans unhappy with the outcome. However, one man has managed 
to keep a very positive pattern and fans in the seats. Of course the referral is to number twenty-five. Another 
subpar season for the Cardinals, but another milestone for Mark McGwire. 

The past couple seasons McGwire has set the record for most homeruns in a season, first player to hit fifty 
homeruns in three, four counting this year, consecutive seasons, and other amazing feats that the fans cannot 
quit watching. This season McGwire dazzled us by hitting his five hundredth homerun. 

It came in the third inning of a game against the San Diego Padres on Thursday, August 5th, 1999. It was a 
classic McGwire homerun. A towering drive beyond the center field fence which ended up traveling 451 feet. 
Fifteen other players have hit 500 homeruns or more, including greats like Reggie Jackson, Mickey Mantle, 
Babe Ruth, Hank Aaron, Ted Williams, and Mike Schmidt to name a few. However, McGwire reached this elite 
standard in 5,487 at-bats, faster than any other player in baseball history. Others were younger when they 
reached the plateau, but McGwire was hindered by injuries much of the early nineties. If he had not been injured 
he might have been reaching his six or even seven hundredth homerun this season, although he still has time 
for those later. 

McGwire finished the season with 65 homeruns, second in the record books only to the seventy he hit last 
year for most homeruns in a single season. By the end of the season he had 522 career homeruns, the ninth 
greatest total ever and he still has a few seasons left in him to move even further up the list. 

Hopefully, he will remain a Cardinal throughout all of his milestones. The Cardinal fans will continue to yell 
and cheer for him at every game. St. Louis just cannot get enough of Mark McGwire.

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PRAIRIE STATE ACHIEVEMENT TEST 


Well juniors, how was it? As some of you may already know, the Prairie State Achievement Test was given during February 
this year. Students don't fret, the school is not adding another test. The Illinois State Board of Education has decided to admin- 
ister the Prairie State Achievement Test instead of the junior level IGAP (which tested science and social studies) . The ISAT was 
still given to sophomores for reading, writing, and math. This year was only a pilot for the Prairie State Achievement Test. That 
means it was similar to a practice test in which only one randomly selected portion of the test was distributed to each student. 
Only one hour was allowed to complete that portion of the test. The first actual Prairie State Achievement Test will be taken by 
juniors during Spring 2001 . 

The Prairie State Achievement Test is a "cumulative test over all of Illinois Learning Standards which students learn from 
Kindergarten through twelfth grade" stated Mrs. Gagich. The test will cover math, science, social science, and English which 
includes reading and writing. One hour will be spent to complete each of the five sections. 

This is an important test and should be taken seriously. Each student’s scores will be listed on their permanent record, so 
don't forget to get enough sleep, eat a good breakfast, and put forth your best effort.

THE ACT & SAT 


Have you been thinking about college? If you are a junior who plans to go to college, now is the time 
to get serious and start planning your future. It would be beneficial to keep up your academics, visit col- 
leges, and search for scholarships. Now is also the time to take college tests, primarily the ACT'S (Amer- 
ican College Testing) and the SAT’s (Scholastic Aptitude Test). These tests are very important because 
almost all four year colleges require scores from one of them depending on the school. Quite a bit of 
time will be spent on these tests so start thinking about them early. 

Registration forms for the ACT and SAT can be picked up in the guidance office. Up to an hour may 
be spent on these forms answering questions. Your counselor may answer any of your questions. It is 
very helpful to make a copy of this registration form in case you plan on taking it again. Send the regis- 
tration form and fee as early as possible. 

Many things can help improve your grade. For example, classes, books, and CD Rom can help you 
review information. Timing yourself on practice tests can be helpful. Other recommended tips are to get 
plenty of sleep, eat a good breakfast, and organize materials. Also plan to wear comfortable clothing in 
layers so that you are never too hot or too cold. Bring a watch to check the time and a light snack for 
breaks. If possible do not sit near any distractions such as the air conditioner, windows, or familiar friends 
during the test. 

The ACT’S or SAT’s are very important because this will be the test that determines your admission 
into college. Your preparation can contribute greatly to your grade on the ACT’s or SAT’s. Remember to 
study hard and stay optimistic. Good luck.

THE NO-ZONE 


One of the highlights in the nine weeks of driver safety is the truck demonstration put on by Roadway Express. A 
semi is brought to the back parking lot of the school, where students are given the opportunity to sit inside the cab, 
as well as learn all about the truck and how to stay safe when driving on a road shared with a semi. 

The demonstration is usually put on every quarter. Tim Sherlock and Ken Leone are the two gentlemen who give 
the demonstration most of the time. The driver safety teachers assist them to teach young drivers the importance of 
being careful when around big trucks. More than 200,000 crashes which involves one passenger car and one semi 
occur every year, and sixty percent of the time, it is not the truck driver's fault, but the auto driver’s fault. 

Most of the emphasis of the lesson focuses on staying out of a truck's no-zones, that is areas around the truck 
that place a car in danger. A large truck has a blindspot directly behind them, as well as blindspots on each side, 
much larger than the blindspot passenger car driver’s are accustomed with. It is also hazardous to have a semi too 
close to the rear of your car. Students learn a fun little ditty to help remind them to stay out of the no-zones. Also, the 
demonstration teaches the proper way to pass big trucks, and the precautions one should take when the truck is 
turning or backing up. 

At the end of the day, the students are much better drivers because of the knowledge they received on how to 
drive safely when on the road with a large truck. No longer will they ever hangout in the no-zones.

Before the official season began, winter conditioning was held for those who wanted to 
get in shape early. Winter conditioning consists of stretching, weight lifting, and running around the park. 

The head coach of the GCHS track team is Gene Briggs. He has been a coach for 22 years, and this 
is his fifth year coaching at this school. The other coaches are Larry Curry, who coaches field events, Tom 
Miller, who coaches long distance running, Cindy Christopher, who coaches short distance running, 
Richard Skirball, who coaches jumping events, and Sheila Reiter, who coaches aerobics.
